Another important Journal project was the 
preparation cumulative index, the first since 
1935. The manuscript already partially the 
hands the printer and publication expected 
time for the Annual Meeting San Francisco, 
where the index will sale. The outlook for 
the index most encouraging—approximately 
thousand prepublication orders have been re- 
already and may decided, therefore, 
print more than the 1,500 copies for which the 
original plans were made. 

During 1952, our Committee Curricula, under 
the Chairmanship Charles Evans, progressed 
the point submitting preliminary but com- 
prehensive draft plan for the accreditation 
departments and institutions offering programs for 
the basic training microbiologists Letter 
for August 1952). Such plan essential step 
defining standards and raising the profes- 
sional status microbiologists. hoped that 

plan will forthcoming 1953. 

Our plans collaboration with several pro- 
fessional scientific societies for American Board 
Medical Microbiology accredit individuals 
having special competence medical micro- 
biology received setback June when the House 
Delegates the American Medical Association 
voted not ratify them. Negotiations are being 
continued, however, our Subcommittee 
Certification and Problems Personnel (Dr. 
Thomas Francis, Jr., Chairman; Dr. Jerome 
Syverton, Secretary). Since the work this Sub- 
new committee under the chairmanship Dr. 
Earle Spaulding was appointed explore

The arrangements 
have been eminently satisfactory from the view- 
point the Secretary-Treasurer and the modus 
operandi appears stabilized. Operations for 
1952 turned out surprisingly inexpensive— 
approximately per cent less than budgeted. 
This outcome was the result several fortunate 
circumstances which regrettably will not continue 
during 1953. First, outlay was necessary for 
office supplies the stocks purchased 1951 were 
consumed. These must now replenished. Second, 
benefited from the efficiency experienced 
staff, two key members which have now been 
lost owing the turnover that normal 
nowadays. Operations will not efficient while 
replacements are being trained. Third, wage levels 
were kept down during 1952 government con- 
trols, which have now been removed. esti- 
mated, however, that the terms the revised 
Agreement provide ample buffering capacity 
that the total cost for 1953 should not exceed the 
amount budgeted for 1952, despite the additional 
factor considerably increased membership. 


Membership 


the close the year, the membership the 
Society numbered 4,817, comprising 4,645 paid-up 
active members, sustaining members, honor- 
ary members, corresponding members, re- 
tired members, and emeritus members. There 
was net gain 375 active members, 8.8 per 
cent, resulting from the addition 664 new 
members, less 289 lost resignation, death, and 
failure pay the dues. Thus the Society con- 
tinued grow the same rate during 1951, 
when the active membership increased 8.6 per 
cent. The rate loss was unchanged also 6.8 
per cent. addition, there were the end the 
year 135 new active members who entered late 
1952 that their memberships were started 
1953 accordance with our custom. The logarith- 
mic phase has not terminated yet! 


Financial 


During 1952 the Society continued strengthen 
its financial position. indicated above, the 
Business Management Service cost some $2,000 
less than anticipated. addition, for the first 
time number years the operations the 
Annual Meeting resulted profit, the net 
amount nearly $2,500. This welcome result 
was the result the efficiency the Local Com- 
mittee Boston, who netted the phenomenal sum 
$6,270.26; and the vigorous efforts Dr. 
Orville Wyss, Vice-Chairman the Program Com- 
mittee, who doubled the previous year’s sales 
advertising Bacteriological Proceedings. 
debatable whether not the Society should 
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systematically make profit its 
Annual Meetings but there general agreement 
that they should least self supporting. The 
results for 1952 demonstrate that entirely 
possible for them so. hoped that this 
event marks turn the trend. 

Owing the increased page quota and editorial 
expenses, the profit for 1952 operations the 
Journal Bacteriology and Bacteriological Reviews 
was $900 less than for 1951. This decrease was 
much less than anticipated, however, because 
increased advertising revenue and new member 
and nonmember subscriptions. should noted 
also that only portion the increased page 
quota was used, that some $3,400 was credited

The amendment was approved large 
majority (News Letter, Society American Bac- 

that the Council assume the responsibility given 
within the Constitution. has not always 
been recognized many members the Society 
that the Council the administrative body the 
Society (Article IV, Section and 5). The Coun- 
cilors are the elected representatives the mem- 
bership large. fact, the Officers and the 
Council Policy Committee are answerable the 
Council. For these reasons, election the Council 
important responsibility. 

The Committee has detected sentiment the 
part the membership for more active and 
responsible Council. the Council has not always 
functioned with wisdom and determination, 
might attributed the fact that large number 
the Councilors attend their first meeting the 
Council completely unaware the problems 
the Society and with knowledge the senti- 
ments the members their Local Branch. 
the time they are capable playing intelligent 
role the affairs the Society, their term 
office has expired. The Committee believes that 
this situation can improved extending the 
term office for Councilors with provision for 
one year overlap which will enable the new Coun- 
cilor become acquainted with the office and its 
duties before assuming the responsibility.
